Updated Incident Reporting Guidance

» The Office of Program Integrity and Accountability
(OPIA) updated the COVID-19 Incident Reporting
guidance to include the following:

o Testing is not required if the staff or resident has had a positive
test result in the past 9o days.

o Testing is required if positive result was more than 9o days in
the past.

Day Program Re-Opening

At this time, due to the current surge in New Jersey
of COVID-19 cases, DDD-funded congregate day
service settings remain closed.

o A re-opening date is not yet established.

o The Division will provide at least two weeks’ notice once a re-
opening date is identified.

o At such time that a re-opening date is identified and two
weeks’ notice is provided, the previously-released Congregate
Day Program Re-Opening Requirements will be in effect.

COVID-19 Vaccine

DSPs and SDEs, as outlined below, continue to be
eligible for Phase 1A vaccination.

Reminder - “healthcare personnel” are paid or unpaid
people who work in a healthcare setting, who may have
direct or indirect contact with infectious persons or
materials.

This includes the following:
DSPs in State’s Developmental Centers;
o DSPs in IDD group homes;
o DSPs in IDD day programs; and
o Self-Directed Employees (SDEs) in private homes. ’

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COVID-19 Vaccine

» NJ DOH does not require documentation/”proof” of
health care worker status to register for/receive the
vaccine. Please see NJDOH COVID-19 Vaccine
webpage.

» Those that feel they meet the definition of a Phase 1A
healthcare personnel may:

o Pre-register to receive the vaccine on the newly-launched
New Jersey Vaccine Scheduling System (NJVSS).

o Receive the vaccine at one of the locations listed at Health
Care Workers COVID-19 Vaccine Locations

COVID-19 Vaccine

» As announced on January 14, 2021

o Residents with intellectual and developmental disabilities
(IDD) and staff in congregate residential settings (group homes
and supervised apartments) are eligible to receive the COVID-
19 vaccine as part of Phase 1A. Please review the information on
Who is eligible for vaccination in New Jersey?

o Both (a) individuals aged 65 and older, and (b) individuals ages
16-64 with medical conditions, as defined by the Centers for
Disease Control and Prevention, that increase the risk of severe
illness from the virus are now eligible to receive the COVID-19

vaccine.

As of January 14, 2021, the following groups are eligible for the COVID-19 vaccine:

Residents of long-term care facilities and other congregate
settings

Frontline first responders

Persons aged 65 and older

Persons aged 16 to 64 years old who have at least one chronic
medical condition that poses high-risk for severe COVID-19:

COVID-19 Vaccine

» As announced on January 15, 2021

o The U.S. Department of Health and Human Services and the
Centers for Disease Control and Prevention have partnered
with Walmart Pharmacy to provide a targeted vaccine
allocation through the Federal Retail Pharmacy
Partnership.

o This closed-POD (point-of-dispending) program
launched this week and consists of 12 Walmart Pharmacy
sites.

o Each Walmart site will set aside up to 12 hours per week for
vaccinations of I/DD residents only.

COVID-19 Vaccine

o The directors at each Walmart site will work
directly with residential providers to schedule
vaccine appointments for their residents.

o The Walmart COVID-19 Vaccine Closed-POD
Program will be supplied a dedicated allocation
from New Jersey’s vaccine supply.

o Agencies that were included in the Quest COVID-
19 Testing Program are eligible.




COVID-19 Vaccine

o Agencies that are enrolled in the Pharmacy Partnership
for Long-Term Care Program are not part of this program
and should continue working with their designated
pharmacy provider.

o Residential providers, residents and families should
review the Walmart COVID-19 Closed-POD Program for
Residents with IDD in Congregate Residential Settings

COVID-19 Vaccine

o Please note the closed-POD option is not the only way for an
individual with IDD residing in a congregate setting to be
vaccinated.

o Vaccine supply in New Jersey remains limited, so agencies
are advised to exercise multiple methods to receive a
vaccine.

o Residential staff and residents are also able to register for
and receive the COVID-19 vaccine at any of the COVID-19
Vaccine Locations for Eligible Recipients.

COVID-19 Vaccine in New Jersey

Six mega sites throughout New Jersey will serve as vaccination hubs
for phased priority groups:
Atlantic County: Atlantic City Convention Center

Bergen County: Racetrack at Meadowlands, East Rutherford

Burlington County: Moorestown Mall — OPEN

Gloucester County: Rowan College of South Jersey, Sewell - OPEN

Middlesex County: New Jersey Convention and Exposition Center, Edison — OPEN

Morris County: Rockaway Townsquare — OPEN
These six state-coordinated sites will vaccinate eligible populations
based on New Jersey’s phased approach as vaccine supply allows.

After these phases are complete, the general public will be eligible
for vaccination. The timing of the progression among the groups
depends on the supply of vaccine to the state.
